Nezis Dynamited Jewish Youths 

EDINBURG (JTA) — Confirmation 
of earlier reports that the Germans 
had blasted to death 400 Dutch Jew- 
ish prisoners in the quarries of the 
Mauthausen concentration camp in 
Austria was given this week by Dutch 
Lieut. Kees De Ridder, who fled Hol- 
land last summer. 

De Ridder told a press con- 
ference here that the dynamiting of 
409 young Jews between the ages of 
17 and 24 had occurred soon after the 
German occupation of his country, 
but reports of the massacre did not 
reach the Netherlands until a few 
months ago.

What think ye? The word “Elo- 
heim,” being a Hebrew masculine

noun, from which some of our modern 
writers say the attributes of God are 
in etymological manifestation, leads 
those who claim such a theory into 
confusion when the same word is 
found to be used of idols (i.e., idle 
gods) in Gen. 31:32; Exod. 20:3, and 
elsewhere. The question is, Did these 
idle gods have “attributes” to mani- 
fest? Of course, they did not. But if 
they did not, then the argument of 
those who claim that Eloheim only 
embodied the “attributes” of the God- 
head, is at once broken down in the 
middle and at both ends. “Eloheim” 
is the word used for God in connec- 
tion with the creative period in Gen. 
1:1, and afterward. It is also used of 
“idle gods.” Deut. 29:18; 32:17; Exod. 
18:11, and elsewhere. It is also used 
of the judges. Exod. 21:6. Furthermore, 
it is used of God and others whom the 
the Lord calls gods in Psalms 82:1; 
97:7. Certainly in these many cases 
the reference and meaning is not with 
respect to “attributes,” nor is it reas- 
onable to assume that Eloheim as used 
in Genesis creative periods was so 
used.

Comment on Hebrews 6:4; 10:18 


There are always and most every- 
where some who are ever ready to 
discourage someone who may have 
backslidden from Christ, especially 
those who have had the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, by telling them they 
can never be reclaimed or receive par- 
don for their backslidings. Such peo- 
ple may be sincere, and base their 
opinion on a wrong interpretation of 
these scriptures. Let me say here that 
the Apostle was not speaking of the 
Gentile converts at all. Rather, he 
was speaking of those Jews who were 
turning back from Christ and going 
back under the law, to worship again 
under the offerings of sacrifice, thus

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Since I have been asked to write an 
article for the paper, I will give a lit- 
tle resume of the mission work I do in 
my home town. At an early age I had 

desire to go to the red-light districts 

nd do rescue work among fallen girls. 

In my imagination, so to speak, I 
would build air castles of this kind of 
mission work. But instead of going 
elsewhere, the Lord placed me in a 
work very similar to what I wanted 
to do, right at home. 


To begin with I will tell about a 
mission I am in charge of. I feel un- 
worthy but this is known as the Elsie 


_ Gass Mission. In the early twenties I 


organized an open-air Sunday School 
in a tract of woodland in the poor 
section of the town, with only one 
house near at that time. I had this 
from the early summer until the fall 
winds became so chilly I had to close 
it out. Then the next summer I 
opened the school again, and by early 
fall the Lord had provided a building 
to house the Sunday School in. This 
building was made possible by the 
good people of the town donating 
material and labor free of charge. It 
is 30x70 feet, and while it is not a 
fine building it is well ventilated and 
has electric lights and best of all, it 
is a place where the Lord meets with 
us each time we meet for worship, and 
it is a place where the poor in this 
world’s good can come and learn 
about Jesus and feel at home. I have 
the mission open for prayer services 
each Thursday night, and open for 
Sunday School each Sunday after- 
noon and for preaching each Sunday 
night. 


Soon after I had this mission work 
established, this woodland was 
cleared and sold in small lots and 
these are now dotted with small cot- 
tages. I have had some wonderful re- 
vivals held in this mission, however I 
do not preach; but, like Moses of oid, 
my work, to a great extent, is a lead- 
ership work. This mission stands for 
the entire teachings of the whole Bi- 
ble—regeneration, sanctification, the 
Holy Ghost baptism according to Acts 
2:4, water baptism, divine healing, 
and the soon return of our blessed 
Lord. There is so much I could write 
in regard to this particular work, but 
I will not take up space only to tell 
one other thing in regard to the work. 

I have gone up to this mission the 
first day of April this year made seven 
years, and driven up some time dur- 
ing the day for a prayer service, and

seven years, and that was the first 
summer aiter I had begun the prayer 
service. It was an unusually hot day 
and I came very near having a sun- 
stroke. I was desperately sick for the 
remainder of the day, too nauseated 
to sit up. 


Since this critical war is on, a small 
group of saints meet with me and we 
pray from three to four o’clock in the 
afternoon. Those who read this please 
pray with us at this hour. 


Next, I will give a brief sketch of a 
work I do at what is called the County 
Home. This home is out about three 
miles. Most every one knows what a 
county home is. People are placed in 
this home who have no other place to 
live, some very aged and some young. 
The young ones are usually much af- 
flicted. I tell the members this home 
is a gift from God for their comfort. 
I go out to this home once a month 
for a service. The house is kept scrupu- 
lously neat and clean. I remember sev- 
eral years ago, I held a service over 
the bodies of two of the members of 
the home that had passed away at the 
same time, two caskets were side by 
side. The home has its own cemetery. 
This past Christmas made twenty- 
seven years I have gone out the morn- 
ing before Christmas and have taken 
them a treat and put up a tree and 
decorations for the members of the 
home, to try to bring them Christmas 
cheer. Several years ago, I began in 
August and I made eleven aprons and 
cross-stitched each one, and gave each 
woman in the home one. I also gave 
the men and children in the home 
small gifts. I have never missed a sin- 
gle time in those twenty-seven years. 


Now for a sketch of the prison re- 
form work I do. I go to the jail for a 
service each Sunday afternoon. This 
follows my mission Sunday School 
which closes at 3:00 p. m. and I come 
directly from the mission for this serv- 
ice. I have witnessed some pathetic 
scenes behind the prison bars. I dec- 
orate the jail each Christmas to give 
it a home-like appearance. I always 
observe Mother’s Day with a special 
service, using white and red flowers. 

I have been faithful to this work 
and at the judgment I am expecting 
souls to be there, saved because of 
the faithfulness to this work. I made 
my first trip in 1914. I could write a 
book about this work. 

My next portrayal will be of a work 
I do among the sick and poor. I have 
an office in the courthouse where I 
meet with the poor and give out from 
this office secondhand clothing, 
shoes and hats, and anything sent in. 
I have a fund provided by the good 
people from which I buy groceries, 
fuel, medicine for the sick and those 
who have no means of support. My 
work at one time was wholly a faith 
work. Every letter I would get carried 
an expectancy with it. Those who come 
to my office I try to help, not only in 
a material way but spiritually as well. 
I have a prayer with most every one 
who comes. Those who make an in- 
vestment in my work among the poor 
will meet it on the other side. I feel 
unworthy for what the town does for 
me. I have had three cars given me by 
the good people of my home town. I 
now own a V-8 1940 model. 

I have written this little outline of 
a work Jesus has placed me in just to 
glorify my blessed Savior, for of all of 
God’s true children I feel I am the 
least. 

Please remember me in prayer.

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First, we must have faith or we can- 
not accomplish anything for the 
glory of God. We must have faith to 
build. We find where Jesus told Peter, 
in Matt. 16:18, “And I say also unto 
thee, That thou are Peter, and upon 
this rock I will build my church; and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it.” Jesus wasn’t speaking of 
an earthly building, but was speaking 
of a heavenly one. 


Matt. 9:29, “Then touched he their 
eyes, saying, According to your faith 
be it unto you.” I did not say this, but 
Jesus said, According to your faith. We 
need more faith in God. We find in 
one verse where if we had faith as a 
grain of mustard seed, we could do 
wonders.

Some people 
will say, “If it had not been for the 
preacher (or someone in the church), 
I would have still been living right.” 
They will always try to put the blame 
on someone else; but this is not true. 
They just failed to pray, and when you 
fail to pray you just quit building in 
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those dark hours. I say, if we ever 
have, or are ever going to do any- 
thing for the Lord, we need to do it 
now. We say we want to see people 
saved. How bad do we want to see 
them saved? Are we living before 
sinners an acceptable life for Christ 
Jesus? When we hear them cursing 
and using obscene language we should 
tell them Jesus loves them.

You 
can tell them that all God requires 
of them is to be saved. Most of them 
are like poor old Simon, they would 
like to buy it and try it out; but this 
glorious experience can’t be purchased 
with money. 

In James 2:17, 18, we find these 
words, “Even so faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead, being alone. Yea, a 


man may say, Thou hast faith, and I 
have works: shew me thy faith with- 
out thy works, and I will shew thee 
my faith by my works.” All right, if 
you are not building and helping 
this wonderful work, your faith m 
be dead. Works means to build and we 
must have faith to go forward. What 
is faith? It is things hoped for. We 
find in St. John 20 where Thomas 
would not believe unless he could ‘see 
Jesus himself, but the rest of them 
had faith.

While our boys are yonder giv- 
ing their lives for our freedom, we 
should be more concerned about pray- 
ing for them. ;

I believe when Abraham was tempt- 
ed he had faith to believe that God 
would prepare an offering. I believe 
Abraham had the faith to believe God 
would spare Isaac, which He did. Some 
folks have great faith as long as they 
are on the mountain top, so to speak;

It is the 
highway to honor and to heaven. Any 
other road leads to disappointment 
and failure. Avoid it. A famous minis- 
ter of some years back had thousands 
of young men under him in his 
particular work, and left the impress 
of his life upon them. He went 
through life shouting to stooped lives 
and crooked causes, “Straighten up! 
Straighten up!” One day as he was 
walking down the street he saw one of 
his young students walking stooped 
over and slumped in posture. He called 
out, “Straighten up, young man! 
Straighten up!” Those words have 
lived on and it is the call now of the 
Infinite. It is a message of the wise 
men of the ages to all humanity to- 
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day. 

In human life we pass from child- 
hood to youth, to middle age, and to 
old age. We live on different streets 
and some of them can be noted here. 
There is Young Street. That is the one 
on which we start the pilgrimage of 
life. One is young only once, just once. 
It is the street also of childhood with 
innocence and beginnings; where we 
take our first lessons in life and first 
sit at mother’s knee and say, “Now I 
lay me down to sleep.” It is a mighty 
good place and time to give life into 
the Master’s keeping.

Religion is eternal 
youth to a soul. Heaven is a place of 
eternal youth. Religion in this sense 
means a real Christian experience, 
born again, sanctified wholly, filled 
with His Spirit, and overcoming daily.

“He is not here, but is risen... 
—Luke 24:6. 


The resurrection of our Lord is the 
great miracle of the ages; it is the 
hope of the Christian, and was the 
principal theme of the apostles. But 
try as we may, words fail to describe 
the wonderful event. 

Easter is the name used to call the 
day set aside for commemorating the 
resurrection of Christ. At first there 
was kept by the Jews, annually, what 
was known as the feast of the pass- 
over. From the time the death angel 
went through the land slaying the 
first-born in every home which had 
not the blood of a lamb on the 
lintel and side posts of their door, the 
Jews had kept the day, praised it, 
and hallowed it, remembering how 
God had favored them and blessed 
them in bringing them out of 
Egyptian bondage. Later on, when 
dispensations had changed, and God 
gave His perfect Lamb that blood 
might be applied on the door posts of 
human hearts and bring us out of 
the bondage of sin and save us from 
the death of sin, it was decided we 
should keep Easter in remembrance of 
the resurrection of Christ. Therefore, 
the Gentiles fixed a day and adopted a 
rule in the seventeenth century that 
Easter should come following the 
fourteenth day of the calendar moon, 
making it appear at different dates, 
which is not earlier than March 21 
and no later than April 25. But let 
that be as it may, it should stir our 
hearts and put new life and vigor in 
the humble servant of God to know 
that a little over nineteen hundred 
years ago our Lord came forth from 
the tomb, having conquered death, hell 
and the grave, and is alive forever- 
more. Glory! When I begin talking 
about the resurrection, I also begin 
feeling it. 

The whole week from Palm Sunday 
to Easter Sunday was full of thrilling 
events. Jesus preached many sermons 
His last week before His crucifixion. 
It seemed He wanted to warn His 
people good with heart-to-heart talks 
before His end, which He knew was 
drawing near. His glorious messages, 
advice, and instructions of love, will 
ever be before the true child of God, 
to strengthen, encourage, and teach 
us the true way. 
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Many thought when Jesus went 
riding into Jerusalem on the colt, with 
the throng shouting praises to Him, 
spreading garments in the way, wav- 
ing branches of trees, and shouting, 
“Blessed is he who cometh in the 
name of the Lord,” that Jesus was 
setting up His throne. How glad their 
hearts must have been, thinking it 
would be a wonderful reign with such 
a lovely character as Jesus. Surely 
they wanted to show Him the highest 
honor, but alas! when Jesus began 
telling them that week of His cruci- 
fixion which had dawned, and how 
He would leave them, it made them 
very sad indeed, and greatly dis- 
appointed. When the week began to 
near its close, things were looking 
dark. All the trials at court were going 
against Him. How lonely they were 
going to be without the Man of love, 
sympathy, and compassion; the One 
who carried their grief, restored sad 
hearts to gladness by His kind deeds, 
raising their dead to life again, heal- 
ing their sick and preaching to them 
the gospel without charge, ever bless- 
ing them in many different ways. It, 
no doubt, was more than they could 
hardly bear. On the other hand, the 
cruel, sinful men had thoughts which 
ran in a different way. They were 
thinking of how they would get rid of 
Him, the strange-doctrine preacher, 
and of how they would put Him to all 
the suffering, shame and disgrace pos- 
sible; but what feelings must have 
traveled through their minds when 
they had satisfied their evil desires 
and Jesus had been nailed to the 
cross and lifted in the air. When sud- 
denly things began to happen, dark- 
ness came in daytime, rocks rent, the 
veil in the temple rent in two from top 
to bottom and many saints arose from 
the dead—all these made them decide 
that He must have been the Son of 
God. Many people will never decide on 
the right thing until it is too late. 


I can imagine seeing those followers 
of His who loved Him dearly, as they 
perhaps sat around in little groups 
and talked of their sadness and dis- 
appointment, shedding tears freely. 
Three women had it in their minds 
to go and anoint the body of Jesus as 
soon as they could after the Sabbath 
was over. My heart wells up with faith 
and gratitude when I think of the 


deep love these women had for our 
Lord. They probably slept very little 
during the night, thinking of their in- 
tentions on the early morning. 

As light began to break in the east, 
three women silently and sadly wind- 
ing their way around through the 
tents made their way while it was yet 
dark, to the sepulcher. Of course, they 
didn’t know the resurrection had 
taken place, and they didn’t know the 
stone had been rolled away; but their 
love for the Master was so deep He 
was uppermost in their hearts and it 
caused them to put forth some effort. 
The same is true still. If we love the 
Lord great enough, it will cause us to 
put forth efforts to serve Him re- 
gardless of the many hindrances. 

These women could have said, 
“There is no use for us to go for we 
can never roll away that stone.” But, 
no, their love and zeal wouldn’t let 
them feel that way. They wanted to 
be near Him again. It was now the 
third day since they had seen Him. 
They wanted to touch Him again, get 
another view of His dead face, if they 
could do no better. Their great de- 
sire to do something for the Master 
caused them to GO. Imagine their 
surprise and deep joy when they came 
near the sepulcher and found the 
stone already rolled away, and that 
the Lord was alive. 

One, Mary, on entering the sepul- 
cher and seeing that Jesus was not 
there, began to cry. A man of love and 
pity drew near and asked, “Woman, 
why weepest thou?” She supposed 
Him to be the gardener (who took care 
of the cemetery), and said, “Sir, if 
thou hast borne him hence, tell me 
where thou hast laid him, and I will 
take him away.” Jesus, knowing how 
she loved Him and knew not that it 
was He, said, “Mary.” Then she knew 
His voice and turned about to wor- 
ship Him. What a gladness came into 
her soul. She had met the resurrected 
Savior. 

When we meet the _ resurrected 
Savior, a gladness and joy comes into 
our souls that is greater than all else. 
Hallelujah! It is one thing to read of 
the resurrection and another thing 
to feel the resurrection. 

The other women went to the tomb 
and met the angels, who asked, “Why 
seek ye the living among the dead? he 
is not here but is risen as he said. 
Come, see the place where he lay. And 
go quickly, and tell his disciples, and 
ye shall see him in Galilee: lo, I have

told you.” This was indeed a glad 
message to tell. 

A beautiful story is told of two men 
who took a walk that first Easter day. 
They were walking along the road, 
seemingly grieved, and their talk 
sounded sad. Presently, a stranger 
found them and asked, “What manner 
of communications are these that ye 
have one to another as ye walk and 
are sad?” One of the men answered 
and said, “Are you only a stranger 
here, and haven’t learned about the 
things which have happened lately?” 
The stranger said, “What things?” He 
proved to be a good listener. We many 
times would do well to use the pattern 
at this point. If we would listen we 
could learn how to be a help and a 
blessing to people in a better way, 
than to be so quick to express our 
opinions. 

Then they explained to the man 
what they were troubled about. They 
were very much grieved about the 





crucifixion of Christ, how shamefully 
He had been treated and they had 
hoped it to be He who would redeem 
Israel, and said, “Besides all this, this 
is the third day and some women 


made us astonished, who were early at @ 


the sepulcher and said they had seen 
a vision of angels and that He was 
not there .. .” Then Jesus saw His 
chance and He began to explain all 
the scriptures from Moses on down, 
concerning Himself and about the 
crucifixion of Christ and how neces- 
sary it was. His preaching became so 
interesting that great joy was felt in 
their hearts. 


At last they had walked eight miles 
and had reached their home. I know 
they hated to break up that company, 
but they had reached home. How they 
must have hoped they could persuade 
Him to go in with them. Perhaps they 
could hear Him talk on some more for 
His talk on the way had certainly 
given them more comfort than they 
had had in several days. So they con- 
strained Him to abide with them, and 
Jesus went in with them just as He 
will come in to anyone who will con- 
strain Him. To constrain means to 
compel by moral means; to urge; to 
confine or compress. Then when we 
constrain Him to come into our hearts, 
He will do so without fail. 

And when supper was ready they, 
of course, called on their guest to 
offer thanks at the table. Jesus be- 
gan in His old-fashioned manner, with 
a voice and prayer which sounded 
familiar to them, with His thoughtful, 
reverent style. It somehow lit a sudden 
glow in their hearts and they knew 
it was the resurrected Christ. Then 
He vanished from their sight. Halle- 
lujah! what a feeling. I have always 
wondered how long it took those two 
men to get back to Jerusalem to tell 
their beautiful story of the resurrected 
Christ—something they had _  ex- 
perienced, something they knew about. 

Brother, Sister, when you met the 
resurrected ‘Savior and constrained 
Him to come into your heart and He 
entered, there was a feeling of joy 
you knew about, not a guesswork but 
something which made you know you 
had passed from death unto life, the 
wonderful burning in the heart, which 
experience is only felt when in the 
presence of the resurrected Christ.
